A charge of. involuntary homiaida preferred 
against tha accused, ‘having baen_ tharonghly’ 
invostignted, has resulted in the following facts 
being elicited :— 7 

‘Tho aconsed, Kitano Yoshibai, was ongaged 
by ihe English Poninsalar & Oriental: Steam 
Naviration Co. as a pilot through the Japan 
{olund Sea. Whilst so eugaged, he boarded 
the 'Ca.’s a. 8. Ravenna, for. the purpose of 
seting as pilot. and Iaft Kobe harbour bonnd 
for Roknren [kland, on 25th Novembex, 
1992, At abont 440 a.m, the following day, 
a3 tho Ravenna was provoeding to the sonth 
o£ Nobutsuna Island. Iyo provinoe, Ehime 
kup, tho acoased. sighted ‘a steamer about 
five wiles distant, off tho Tsurushitaa light. 
ions, in the same provinaa, which afterwards 
proved to bo H. I J. M. 8S. Chishima-ckan. 
At that time the Ravenna was: steaming about, 
12 knots, and the Chzshima about 9 or 10 nats. 
Atabout 445'a.m, the two. vessels spprouched 
nearer, and the danger of a collision “hecamo
